Tnis list was prepared by the Colonial Office with the assistance Of the Crown Agents and 
the Central Office of Information "in response to frequent requests for information on tne 
origins and progress of Colonial Development and Welfare”. Its uses and limitations are 
set out as follows : it consists of official putlications only; the relevance of entries 
has Leen assessed by their relationship to the Colonial Development and Welfare Acts of 
1940, 1945 and 1949; related source material sucn as Hansard reports of debates in Parlia- 
Ment On the Acts, the Annual Reports of the respective Colonies, etc. have veen omitted 
because of time and space limitations. Entries are conven iently arranged under each terri- 
tory; prices are quoted wwnerever known, The list appeared as as supplement to the May, 
1950 (N° 5) issue of the Colonial Office's Monthly List of Official Colonial Publications. 


International Labour Office. Vocational Training of Adults, including Disabled Persons. 
(International Latour Conference, 33rd Session, 1950, Report IX, 1). Geneva : I.L,0., 1949, 
216 pp. (Published separately also in French). 


The object of the present report, which is to be submitted for consideration to the 33 rd. 
Session of the International Labour Conference, is "to Outline the various aspects of train 
ing for adults as they appear in national law and practice, with a view to laying down 
tne general Principles which might form the basis for international regulations ", the 
Chapter I deals with present general tendencies in adult vocational training in the various 
countries. Chapter II describes the scope Of the training, Chapter III the principles and 
methods, and Chapter IV the administrative organization. This general study follows three 
monographs recently published by the I.L.0. on vocational training of adults in Belgium, 
the United Kingdom and the United States respectively, as well as a report on vocational 
training in Asia and the Far East. A similar study covering the different countries of Lat~ 
in America will te Dublished as the result of a mission which is at present teing carried 
out in that area by two officials of the Office. 


Monroe, Walter S., Encyclopedia of Bducational Research. Revised ed. New York: Macmillan, 
1950. 1,520 pp. $ 20.00 

A critical evaluation, synthesis and interpretation of the results of over 100,000 studies 
and investigations in the field of education, undertaken chiefly out not exclusively in 
the United States up to about January 1948. Articles are written by specialists and arrange 
ed alpnabetica lly by subject. The text of the 1941 edition has been completely revised» 
new subjects have Leen added and a detailed analytical index Provided. Each article includ- 
es discussion under the following headings: 


(1) Introduction, showing the importance and scope of the problem ; 
(2) Selection, evaluation, and synthesis of research findings ; 
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(3) Implications of the research for educational theory and practice ; 

(4) Exposition of needed research ; and 

(5) Selected pibliography. 

Among the Many topics of interest to fundamental educators are the following: administrat- 
ion, adult education, agricultural education, audio-visual materials, Uilingualism, com- 
pulsory education, education of women, health education, library service, reading, rutal 
education,school and community, scnool plant, science education, vocational education and 
youth out of school. Expensive, but a reference w Ork of major importance particularly for 
teacher=training in stitutions, adMinistrators, and Ministries of Education.

A concise summary of the proceedings of the Unesco Seminar on Rural Adult Education held 
in Mysore, India, during November=December, 1949. The author, formerly Director of Educat- 
fon in Ceylonn and new Assistantt Educational Adviser to the Secretary of State» was one 
of the two British delegates to the Seminar. 


Unesco. Literacy Education. A selected bibliography. (Occasional Papers in Education N° 5). 
Paris : Unesco, 1950. 43 pp. Grat is. (Issued seDarately also in French and Spanisn). 


Tnis annotated bibliography is intended to provide a convenient descriptive guide to avail- 
able materials found useful in literacy work being done in vari ous Darts of the world. 
Section A lists items whicn deal with the organization of literacy campaigns and methods 

of instruction; Section B comprises materials for literacy teaching including texttooks, 
films and other teaching aids. Author and subject indexes are provided. In its compilation, 
the issues of Fundamental Sducation Abstracts published monthly by the Education Clearing 
House of: Unesco were examined, from the initial number of March 1949 through Maren 1950, 
and items bearing on literacy tro ugnt together. A few important publications not previous- 
ly described in the Abstracts have also been included. At the end of 1950 a similar publi- 
cation will bring together items on health teaching, the next year on agriculture, and so 
on for a five~year cycle. These documents will provide current international bibliograph- 
fes for specialists and should have more than an ephemeral interest.

Smith, Ailsa \. "The Development of African Literature and Litraries". Qversea #ducation, ’ 
vol. 21, n° 3, pp. 1076-81 (April, 1950). 


The author, formerly secretary of the Uganda African Literature Committee, here comments 

on recent developments in the production of tooks for Africa and descrites the experiments 
in Dublic litrary services for Africans undertaken in Uganda during 1947 and 1948 under 
three grants of & 1800 from the British Council. Tne view is expressed that under the pre- 
sent extent of official organization and direction as well as assistance by Government 
funds, there is danger that "tnere may be too much empnasis on Practical vooklets and tech- 
nical manuals aiming at progress" to the discouragement of truly creative writing,and that 
"the magnificent efforts wnich British firms are making to Produce Looks for Africa mignt 
also well be expended for the Durpose of estatlishning local trancnes dealing with all stag- 
es Of book production and employing African apprentices and ultimately African managers". 
Britisn Council library- services included the inauguration of ten township libraries,mobile 
book-boxes, postal service, sets Of Plays on loan to adult groups, sPecial collections of 
art vooks for qualified institutions and a fiction library in the Mengo district.An aralyals 
of individual reading indicates that fiction, history, biograpny and civics are most popular 
and that, as expected, women read less than Men.

L'kducation africaine. Bulletin officiel de l'enseignement en AOF. Dakar. Service Pédago- 
gique, Direction Générale de 1'Enseignement. 1980. New series N° 3. Annual subscription : 
250 francs. Exchange arrangements with other journals, providing copies since N° 1 of Ne 
Series. , 


This journal is issued free to educators in French West Africa. N° 3 gives 1949 statistics 
of scnools and enrolment for the territories concerned. The articles include an official 
circular on conservation measures and hints for teachers in different subjects. Of interest 
is the first part of a study vy Minieres "La lecture au cours préparatoire" (pp. 41 - 47); 
pupils come to the first grade knowing n either French nor reading and writing. and the 
author gives in some detail the earliest le ssons on a gloval-direct metnod. By ‘careful 
choice of key-words it is possible to teach full (and meaningful) sentences from the start. 
Action by the Dupils (in speaking and writing) is essential.

KENYA 


Hatfield, Vilder. "New Emphasis on English in Kenya African Primary Scnools". Oversea 
Sducation, vol.21,n°3,pp. 1082-86 (A pril, 1950). 


The decision tO produce a new syllabus for African primary schools in Kenya revived the 
vexed question of what languages should be taugnt and at what point in the six-year course 
each should be introduced. The position, broadly, is that among an African population of 
about 5,000,000 there are over 30 lang uages, some Of which are much akin but at least 8 
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quite different. Only two can claim to ve the home language of over a million people. The 
lingua franca of the country is at present Swanili, the nome language of a relatively small 
group. After presenting the arguments for and against the vernacular, Swanil) and English, 
the comprenensive view taken by the sub-committee appointed by the Advisory Council of Af- 
rican Education to consider tne teacning of languages in schools is presented. [his commit- 
tee neld that the language of the scnool should ve the language of the nome, that Englisn 
both can And should replace Swahili as the lingua fran ca, and that tne time given to Swa- 
nili should te reduced g radually as local conditions make sucn replacement appropriate. 
The new syllabus, embodying these views is now in effect. Tne author who is Education Offic- 
er, Kenya concludes that “by opening the way for English to become the common tongue of the 
schools it may prove to be One of the most important milestones in Kenya's educational de- 
velopment."

Gray K. "An Educational Survey made in the Zomta District of Nyasaland" Qversea S&ducation, 
vol. 21, n° 3, Dp. 1057+62 (April, 1950), 


In 1948 the Director of Education determined to make a survey of African Primary schools... 
throughout Nyasaland in order to obtain information on which to base a detailed five-y ear 
Plan of educational development. The survey was tO be Made through the existing school com- 
mittees, of wnich the district commissioner is Chairman and on which are represented tne 
various Missi ns controlling schools, the native authorities, educated African opinion and 
the Government medical , agricultural and educational departments. The survey conducted in 
the Zomba district from 1 April = 28 June, 1949, shows that in this area all African scnools 
except tw@ were managed by Missions... Of the approximately 61,629 children of scnool age, 
7,032 were enrolled in assisted scnools and 6,799in U5. unassisted schools. Unassisted 
schools with two exceptions offered substandard classes only. The great bulk of pupils 
were in substandard --élasses, whicn most children took from four to five years to complete, 
although a two-year course is suggested. Only 12,3 per cent nad reacned the standards.Rea- 


sons for tnis slow’ progress aDDeared to be Overcrowding and unsa€isfactory attendance at 


the substandard level. A demand for adult education was found chiefly in the township of 
Zomba among those persons who had already received some primary education. The author is 
Education Officer, Nyasaland.

A Plan in Action (English translation of Un Plan en Accion): Bulletin of tne Mexican Pilot 
Project in Basic Education. Vol. I, n° 1, February, 1950. Santiago Excuintla. Nyarit,Mexico: 
Direccion del Ensayo Piloto. Gratis. 


The first number of this journal reports in detail the procedures followed, results achieved 
and difficulties encountered in the first stages of operation of the Mexican Pilot Project, 
a large~scale programme of fundamental education undertaken cooperatively by tne Federal 
Government, the State of Nyarit, and local organizat ions in the Rio Santiago District. 
Health measures under way include the drilling of wells to increase Dure water supply, ma- 
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laria control, smallpox vaccination, the beginning of a broad programme of medical and ny= 
gienic education under the ausPices of the Dept. of Public Health assisted Ly scnool teacn- 
ers and the Rural Cultural Mission, and the installation of a medical dispensary at AmapDa. 
Agrarian reform has begun with officials of the State Agrarian Dept. assigned to delimit 
and parcel the ejido land, reaccomodate farmers, and certify vDroperty noldings. Five agri- 
cultural service divisions have been formed, each served by an agronomist. 164,287 meters 
of road havee been vuilt; furniture making and leather work have been stimulated as rural 
industries. Nine kindergartens have been started, 16 primary schools built and a new se- 
condary school opened. Major difficulties include effective co-ordination between the se- 
veral Government Departments and agencies at work, the shortage of trained personnel,mack 
of urgent scnool facilities, and the enlistment of active public interest in and support 
of the Project. Tne editors of tne Bulletin "would appreciate sucn suggestions, points of 
view or publications as would throw more light on the development of the programme" and 
request exchanges.

International Labour Office. The Development of the Co-operative Movement in Asia. (Stud- 
dies and Reports, New Series, N° 19). Geneva : I,L.0., 1949. 84 pp. $9.50: 2s. 24.; 
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2 fr. suisses. (Issued separately also in French). 


This report, based on a questionnaire enquiry and field consultations, was prepared for the 
I,L.0. Asian Regional Conference held in Ceylon, January, 1950, to meet the expressed need 
of Governments and co-Operative institutions for practical information and advice on how 

the cO-Operative Movement can be improved or extended in Asian countries so as tO make its 
maximum contribution in the promotion of a new economic and social order. Cnapter I deals 
with new trends in the co-operative movement in Burma, Ceylon, China, India and Pakistan, 
Japan, the Philippines, Thailand, Singapore and the Federation of Malaya. Particularly not- 
able are the rapid increase in the numver and memcersnid of units and the development of 
such diverse forms as consumers , agricultural, marketing and multi-purpose co-operatives 

in addition to the rural credit societies historically most widespread in Asia. Cnapter II 
descrives tne existing machinery Of co-OPerative institutions and tne important role played 
by governments in stimulation and guidance. Chapter III outlines problems and methods of 
sOlution, with particular stress on the urgent need Of training for co-operative administrat- 
ors in Management, inspection, supervision and audit techniques and of effective propaganda 
and education in the theory and practice of co-operation for rank-and-file members. Study 
and Ovservation tours atroad for teachers and administrators and co-operative study circles 
for local society members are Particularly recommended. Chapter IV summarizes the conclus- 
ions of the report, and the proposed text of resolutions on international action regarding 
the co-operative movement in Asian countries are given in Chapter V.

This handbook, Drepared by a committee of teachers in the Philippines, give detailed sugges- 
tions on the teaching of citizenship at the elementary and secondary school levels. The re- 
lationship of the scnool to the community and the integrated role of the pupil are extensiv- 
ely used as the basis of many of the examples given. Part III, pp. 130-172, entitled "Read- 
ings On Democracy", consists of quotations in English from political, social, economic and 
educational writings from all parts of the world. A bibliography of the sources of the quo- 
vations is appended, pp. 173-176.

A study of the Indonesian primary school in its social context. The author analyses the 
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pre-war dual system of education and one of the post-war schemes, the Katoppo plan. In 
terms of present needs the school has to become a unifying, nation-building agency ; and 
this too is the role given to the lingua franca, Bahasa Indonesia. There is nere a danger 
that the diversity of culture in Indonesia will be overlooked; the place of the scool with- 
in each community should be stressed if progress is tO be noped for and tne Mistakes Of the 
past avoided. Examples are given (the Moga Scnool in India, the Jeanes Schools, Allen's 


work in Macedonia) to indicate possible lines of development. ‘The most urgent need is for 
experimental projects in fundamental education, where the rural primary school meets commun- 


ity interests.

A clear short study of the way in whicn local goverument now works in Eritain, the respons=- 
ibilities of the citizen and the wide variety of the local council's activities are empnas- 
ized. This series of booklets is interesting in its Lroad aim : tO make OLjective studies 
of political, social or economic institutions in Eritain in order "to provide a background 
of knowledge for the discussion of these subjects as they affect social development in the 
never. countries". Language is carefully controlled for non-English readers and the book 
has a short technical glossary. 


Maxwell-Ropertson, D. Suggestions for the Teaching of Village Geograthy in Central Africa, 
adapted from N.B, Hunter's First Course in Geography and History for African Schools. Cape 
Town : Oxford University Press, in association with Notnern Rhodesia/Nyasaland. Joint Pub~ 
lications Bureay, 1949. SS pp. 


A simply-written teacner's manual intended particularly for use in elementary scnoo ls in 
Nothern Rhodesia and Nyasaland, but capable of adaptation for work with adult groups and in 
heitg Nbduting territories. Suggestions are practical and clearly given, with particular 
stress on Means of using the local environment to convey such concepts as distance, direct- 
ion, geographical features, map ~-reading and the like. 


Nannetti, G. and Reyes, E. Car tilla del Suelo : Historia de Antonio Arango. Paris : Unes- 
co. 1960 56 pp. 2s., $0.40, 100 francs. 


A fooklet in simple Spanisn designed as follow-up reading for the newly lite rate. It is 

based on Dr. Nannetti's pampnlet Alphabet of the Soil in tne Food and People series issued 

during 1949, In telling the story of Antonio Arango, a Peasant farmer, the text introduces 

a@ numper of practical facts avout soil erosion - its causes, narmful effe cts, and Methods 

of comvating it. 

Each recto page contai ns a large line drawing by the Colombian artist Emma Reyes. The text 
is printed in 24 point sans-serif type. This is a draft edition, placed at the disposal of 

all Unesco's Member States for adapting and re-Publishing it in the course-of their fundam- 
ental education compaigns.
